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In response to the Restriction Requirement dated December 2, 2004 (Paper No. 16), 
Applicant elects the claims of group V. Applicant submits that the claims of group VIII should 
be examined with group V. Both groups V and VIII are properly classified in class 709, subclass 
244. Subclass 206 falls under the computer conferencing subclass 204, and the claims of group 
V do not address computer conferencing. 

As a means of complying with the duty of disclosure under 37 C.F.R. §1.56, and in 
accordance with 37 C.F.R. §§1.97 and 1.98, Applicant, identifies (amongst the cited prior art) the 
Harker publication and the Leeds patent as "relevant" to the elected claims. However, this 
statement of "relevance" shall not be construed as a representation that a search has been made 
(37 C.F.R. 1.97(g)), an admission that the information cited is, or is considered to be, material or 
relevant to patentability, or that no other material information exists, or that the material
